I PEONAGE SYSTEM AT AN END 

[ The quasi-peonage system in vogue 
among the Mexican ranch hands at 
Santa Anita for many years before the 
death of “Lucky” Baldwin has been 
ended. And some of the older among 
them have had more actual cash to 
spend in the last month than they had 
in twenty years previous. 

It had been the custom for many 
years for the Mexicans to trade out 
their earnings at the ranch store half 
a mile south of Santa Anita station, 
some of the older ones receiving noth¬ 
ing in cash. But since the estate has 
been placed in the hands of the exe¬ 
cutor the store has been closed and 
all the help paid in real money. 

When the word was passed around 
that “every Saturday’s pay day” there 
was joy among the Mexicans. And 
straightway the Sierra Madre mer¬ 
chants began to profit thereby. For 
with the ranch store closed the local 
stores were the nearest and offered 
the best opportunity to buy necessary 
supplies as well as other things that 
had been denied them under the old 
system.

The Street Superintendent 
of the City of Sierra Madre shall cause 
to be conspicuously posted along the 
line of the said street terminating at 
Auburn avenue (the southerly line of 
said street commencing at a point 550 
feet north of the northwest corner of 
Grand View avenue and Auburn ave¬ 
nue), from the west line of Auburn 
avenue to the south line of Lot 13 of 
the Amended Blumer Tract, as shown 
on the map of said tract recorded in 
book 4, page 502, Miscellaneous Rec¬ 
ords of Los Angeles County, Callf(»rnia, 
at not more than 100 feet in distance 
apart, but not less than three in all, 
notice of the pas.sage of this ordinance. 
Said notice shall be headed “XOTICK 
OF PUBLIC WORK” in letters not 
less than one inch in length, shall be in 
legible characters, and shall state 
the fact of the passage of this ordi¬ 
nance, its date, and briefly the work or 
improvement propo.sed to be done, and 
refer to this ordinance for further par¬ 
ticulars. Said Street Superintendent 
shall cause a notice similar in sub¬ 
stance to be published once per week 
for four successive weeks in the 
"Sierra Madre News,” a weekly news¬ 
paper published and circulated in the 
City of Sierra Madre, and hereby des¬ 
ignated for that purpose. 

Sec. 4. The City Clerk shall certify 
to the adoption of this ordinance, and 
shall cause the same to be published 
once in the “Sierra Madre News,” a 
weekly newspaper published and circu¬ 
lated in the City of Sierra Madre, and 
hereby designated for that purpose, and 
thereupon and thereafter the same 
shall take effect and be in force. 

The foregoing ordinance was adopted 
at a regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre, 
held on the 9th day of April, 1909, by 
the afTlrmative vote of at least three 
Trustees, to-wit:

An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre Declaring 
Its intention to Close, Abandon and 
Vacate a Portion of a Certain Street 
in the City of Sierra Madre, Termin¬ 
ating at Auburn Avenue Between 
Grand View and Carter Avenues in 
Said City. 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF 
THE CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DO 
ordain as FOLLOWS: 

See. 1. That the public interest and 
convenience requires, and that it is the 
intention of the Board of Trustees of 
the City of Sierra Madre to order, the 
following to be done, to-wit: 

The closing, vacating and abandon¬ 
ing of a portion of a street terminating 
at Auburn avenue and being located be¬ 
tween Grand View and Carter avenues 
in said city, the said portion of said 
street so proposed and intended to be 
closed, vacated and abandoned being 
more particularly described as follows, 
to-wit: Commencing at a point 5''0 
feet north of the northwest corner of 
Grand View avenue and Auburn ave¬ 
nue, thence running west 97.71 feet, 
thence running north 6 deg. 15 sec. 
west 10.05 feet, thence running ea.st 
98.8 feet, thence running south 10 feet 
to point of beginning. The said street 
hereinbefore mentioned being shown on 
a map of the Amended Blumer Tract, 
being the subdivision of the southeast 
portion of lyit 22 Sierra Madre Tract, 
said map being recorded in book 4, 
page 502, Miscellaneous Records of Los 
Angeles County, California.
